The tost, Present and *'ntnre. 


The extensive and fabulously rich 


placer fields of California 
attracted 


thousands of adventarona beings to the 
lea-washed (state, and it merged from a 
practically unknown territory into State- 
hood aa if by magic. Millions were 
washed from her golden sand*, bat when 
the gradual decline of ber placers be 
came an established (act, her bronzed 
and ragged miners commenced looking 
aronnd for new fislda in which to ply 
their vocation, and, crossing the Si- 
erras, were soon roaming through the 
mountainous districts of Nevada Terri- 
tory in search of gold. At that early 
date hot little was really known in re- 
gard to quartz-mining or the reduction 
of ores, but sufficient information bad 
been gleaned from experience in the 
placer mines to convince the miners 
that quartz wa« the mother of gold. It 
Borm became apparent to those who had 
drifted into Nevada that no extensive 
plaoer mines 
would 
be discovered 


here, and they soon turned their atten- 
tion to quartz prospecting, and, as the 
work of discovery went on, the new El 
Dorado became the scene of great activ- 
ity, and people came flocking from Cal- 
ifornia to share tho prosperity that 
overspread the Territory. The great 
OODO stock lode, which has yielded hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, was among 
the first discoveries made, acd the rush 
thea became general. Every portion of 
Nevada was eagerly scanned by tho ven- 
turesome and indefatigable prospector, 
and prosperous mining towns were 
springing up in every direction. Stage 
lines were rapidly established, and Con- 
cord coaches, drawn by spanking teams, 
were running in every direction. The 
old Placerville road was lined with 
freight teams bringing supplies to the 
thea booming towns, and mining was 
onr only industry and the all-absorbing 
topic of conversation. Fortunes were 
made with a rapidity that was astonish- 
ing, bat they were in many instances as 
quickly lost. Our domain was then re 
garded as worthiest! for agricultural pur- 
poats, cud it was generally conceded 
that when the mines were exhausted it 
would be abandoned to the coyote and 
red man. 
It, however, soon dawned 


upon the minds of practical business 
men that the quartz producing State 
would possess incalculable wealth even 
after tho last shot had been fired in the 
bowels of the earth and the stamp mill 
wa* forever silent. 
Our rich, nutritious 


grasses soon commanded the attention 
of stockmen, and a new and important 
era in onr history commenctd, and the 
infant industry then establish*d has 
now reached enormous 
proportions. 


Our mining towns required vegetables, 
and gardens on an experimental basis 
were started, and with such satisfactory 
result* that farming in all its branches 
was engaged in. 
Of coarse oar pro- 


ductions were limited but they were in 
harmony with the home market (the 
only one to be had at that time) but 
they 
were 
sufficient 
to 
establish 


beyond 
all 
question 
of 
doubt 


that onr sagebrush lands were tich in 
the extreme and that any crop that 
would flourish in the middle Western 
States would do equally as well or better 
here. 
The old and hastily erected farm 


bouse was soon discarded, handsome 
residences were built, large and tastily 
arranged btrns were raised, and our 
farmers were, to use a slang terra, 
quietly "settling down" for good. 


Such was the condition of Nevada 


when the iron rails of the C. P. road 
were stretching through onr State. 
When the enterprise was completed 
farming became more general, and the 
valley lands were gradually gobbled up 
and speedily converted into productive 
farms. Oar mining industry was in the 
zjnith of its prosperity. 
Money was 


plenty, labor in demand, wages good 
and \s a flourishing commonwealth, 
Nev ada bad no equal. 
Onr star had 


baeu placed among the bright galaxy of 
American Statehood and our people 
prosperous and happy. 


Unfortunately for our State, her peo- 


ple were too well satisfied with their 
surroundings and no earnest effort was 
made to bring oar decidedly superior 
advantages, as viewed from an agricul. 
tnral stand point, prominently before 
the home-seeking world. Our sister 
States and Territories on the Pacific 
slope were actively engaged in ooloniza 
tion work, and in making their re- 
sources known to the world. The re- 
sult has been that they have bounded 
forward with the momentum of a fall- 
ing body, and their increase in wealth 
and population phenomenal. la Ne- 
vada devoid of the possibilities that 
have accomplished so much for sur- 
rounding States and ^Territories? No. 
A.9 a State it possesses manifold advan- 
tages that have only to be honestly and 
earnestly represented to make her one 
of the most prosperous States in the 


> Udibn. Ber broad and fertile expanse 


of tfcrrittny, wtfetlW by none in the 


world, will afford fine homed for thou- 
sands of those who are taming their 
faces toward the setting of the son to 
court dame fortune, but her people must 
arouse themselves and not "wait 'till 
the clouds roll by." 
Onr future will 


be far brighter than onr past, notwith- 
standing the report that has gone forth 
to the effect that our mining industry, 
that was once our prjde, is wiggling in 
the last throes of death. This is sim- 
ply nonsense. Instead of being ex- 
hausted, our mines are still loaded with 
wealth, but those operating them do 
not propose to rob them of thtir wealth 
and give it to the world at a discount of 
30 per cent. The restoration of silver 
to a par value will put new and vigor- 
ous life into our mining fields, deserted 
towns will be repopulated, new ones 
will come into existence and prosperity 
without end will be our a. 


To-day our agricultural lands are com- 


manding more or less attention abroad, 
and when other avenues to trade are 
opened to our producers (and this will 
be done within the next two years), the 
"battle born State" will share iu the 
commercial glory and bright prosperity 
that has fallen to more energetic sisters.

Jfrnt— Dvtnlls of tbe 
Project 


Whlcb HHB Been Kudomed by 


The Universal Exposition of 1889, at 


Paris, promises io ba cue of tbe largest 
and most successful of the world's fairs 
held in recent years. 
Elaborate ar- 


rangements for the reception and dis- 
play of tbe exhibits are well under way, 
and unusual facilities both for the trans- 
portation of goods from tbia country 
and their care are assured. The French 
government extended a formal invita- 
tion to the United States to take part in 
the exposition. The invitation was ac- 
cepted by a joint resolution of the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, and 
the Governors of the several States aud 
Territories were requested to invite tbe 
people to assist in the proper represen 
tation of the products of American in- 
dustry and of Iho natural resources of 
the country. 
The President was di> 


reoted to nppoint a Commissioner-Gen- 
eral and an assistant Commissioner 
Genera!, to make all the arrangements 
for exhibits aud represent the Govern 
ment at the exposition. He was also 
directed to appoint nine scientific ex- 
perts as assistants to the commission, 
ea.ih to be assigned to oue of the nine 
«ronps into which the exhibits will be 
divided. Provision was made for the 
salaries of the commissioners and the 
necessary assistants, and the sum of 
$250,000 was appropriated to be used 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
State to defray all expenses. The ac- 
tion of Congress was approved May 10, 
and tbe Presid«nt has appointed Gen- 
eral William B. Franklin, Commissioner- 
General and Mr. Somerville P. Tuck, 
Assistant Commissioner-General. 


WHO THE COMMISSIONERS AM. 


The Commmisaioners have establish- 


ed their headquarters in the Mills build 
ing, in this city, and are busily engaged 
receiving applications and perfecting 
the details for a complete representation 
The exposition will open May 5th and 
close October 31, 1889, and there will 
ba no charge for space occupied by ex- 
aibitors. The commission will forward 
and return all articles free of freight 
charges. 


Goods of exhibitors who are unable 


to go to Paris or send representatives, 
will be eared for free of all expense, tx- 
oept that of unpacking and repacking 
There will be no duties to pay except on 
goods that are sold or consumed.

French regulations state that all objosis 
exhibited will be protected against pi- 
racy of inventions or d .'sigue.

The French government has appro- 


priated 43,000,000 francs toward (he ex- 
penses of the exposition. An advisory 
commission consisting of 300 members 
and styled the "Grand Council of the 
World's Exposition of 1889" has been 
appointed. Tbe Minister of Commerce 
and Manufactures acts as President of 
this council, and also as Gornnmsiouer- 
General of the exhibition. The grand 
council is divided into twenty-two ad- 
visory committees, who have charge of 
the different departments and the man- 
agement of tbe exposition. 


The buildings for the exposition are 


aow nearly completed. They occupy 
tbe Gamp-de-Mars and the Trocadero 
Palace and park on tbe banks of the 
Seme. lu the park at the entrance to 
the exhibition on the Cump-de-Mars the 
wonderful Eiffel Tower is now in course 
of erection. 
It in to be entirely of iron 


and 1,000 feet in bigh'.b. Its object is 
to show tbe triumph of modern engi- 
neering skill. It will be furnished with 
an elevator of American manufacture. 
On the right of tho tower is the Palaoa 
of Liberal Arts, and on the left tho fine 
Palace of Fine Arts, Large gardens oc- 
cupy the centre of the square, and at 
the back is tbe main building, or tbe 
gallery of machines as it is called. The 
Esplanade of lovalides is reserved for 
tbe products of the French colonies. 
Tho buildings are magnificent structures 
of glass and iron, lighted by electricity 
and fitted with every modern conveni- 
ence,

Some idea of the magnitude 
of the exhibition may be gained from 
tbe fact that the total area of buildings 
and enclosed grounds, which is to be 
lighted by electricity, is 3,000,000 square 
feet.
